REMARKS/ ARGUMENTS 

Claims 17-45 are pending in the application. By this Am e n d m e nt. Claims 1 and 3-16 
are canceled, rod Claims 17-45 are added. Favorable feconsicteiatiotl of the appfication is 
respectfully requested. 

Entry of this Amendment is proper under 37 CFR §1,116 because this Amendment: 
(a) places the application in condition for allowance (for the reasons disc us s ed herein); (b) 
docs not rase any new issue inquiring further search and/or consideration because the 
amendments amplify issues previously discussed throughout prosecution; (c) does not add 
claims without deleting a corresponding number of claims; and (d) places the application in 
better form for appeal, should be appeal be necessary. This Amendment is necessary and was 
iiot earlier presented because it is m 
Entry of this Amendment is thus respectfully requested. 

The Office action rejects Claims 1 and 3-16 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
over KoeWijn (U.S. Patent No, 4,681,485, hereinafter "Koelcwjjn"). The rejection is 
respectfully traversed. 

By this Amendment, Claims 1 and 3-16 are canceled, thereby rendering the rejection 

moot 

New independent Claim 17 specifies, inter alia, a rotary cutting tool wherein a 
difference in radial dimension as measured from me rotational axis of the cutting tool 
between a tapered cutting edge at a eentexline of a first cutting insert and one of me first and 
second comers of a second cutting insert define a radial runout compensation dimension mat 
is greater than a predetermined insnuftcturing tolerance of the rotary cutting tool, thereby 
I Yi^.TTii»irtg radial runout when the cutting tool is rotated about the rotational axis. 

New independent Claim 27 specifies, tateralia, a rotary cutting tool wherein a 
tapered cutting edge of a first cutting insert and the first and second corners of a second 
cutting insert define a deviation dimension such mat a maximum outward radial displacement 
of me first and secomi coiners of the se 

magnitude of a predetermined manufacturing tolerance, thereby minimi ring radial runout 
when the rotary cutting tool is totaled about the rotational axis. 

New independent Claim 37 specifics, truer alia, a rotary cutting tool whermn first and 
second tapered sections of each cutting insert is configured to provide a depth of cut mat does 
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not exceed a magnitude of a predetermined manufacturing tolerance, thereby minmri*nig 
radial runout when the rotary cutting tool is rotated about the rotational axis. Thus* new 
jndflpendrni 17. 27 and 37 are directed to a rotary cutting tool that minimis radial 

runout when the rotary cutting tool is rotated about its rotational axis. Sec Fig. 2. 

On the other hand, Koelewrjn is directed to improving cutting action and decreasing 
wear (jOol /> tints 19-30; CoL 2, lines 9-12; and Col 2. lines 25-34), and not to minimizing 
radial runout When the cutting tool is rotated about to rotational axis. Thu^ there is no 
mention in Koelevrtjn ofmitmnizing radial runout, and the rejection i* misplaced. 

For at least this reason, C laims 17, 27 and 37 are allowable over the applied art, taken 
singly or in combination. Claims 15-26, which depend from Claim 17, Claims 28*36, which 
depend tram Claim 27, and Claims 38-45, which depend from Claim 37, arc likewise 
allowable over the applied art, taken singly or in combination. 

In view of the foregoing. Applicant respectfully submits that die application is in 
condition for allowance. Favorable consideration and prompt allowance of the application is 
earnestly solicited.
